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Sign Procedure Maze Loses Councilmen 


Public Hearing 
Slated Nov. 13

A technicality shot down the 
hopes of the Sign Review Com- 
mittee that its five months long, 
14 page document would pass the 
City Council, Monday night.

council in a public hearing. 





Councilman Ronald Rossitter 
told the council members it would 
be better to have Ole’s wait for 
the new ordinance to become law 
rather than discuss the variance 
sought by the company under the 
old law and he suggested anemer- 
gency interim ordinance be 
enacted until the new ordinance 
was passed, 

Mayor George Gibson said, 
“We certainly couldn’tgpass an 
emergency ordinance,”’ 

Councilman Max Hawkins a- 


greed and Councilman James 
Christensen disagreed and said 
“We do have an emergency.” 

The mayor sought legal advice 
from City Attorney Don Maroney 
who told the council members 
that an iterim or 
dinance could be passed on a four- 
fifths votre, 

It was obvious at this point 
the council was split 3 to 2 
and the emergency ordinance 
could not be passed,

Bond issue passed next year, so that Upland 6 Park program may get 
underway. 


We have in the past supported the movement to get parks built and 
will do 80 again, Frere is talk that the bond issue will appear on the 
ballot alone and thie is also good, Itkeepa the issue from having polit- 
ical overtones, 


Before the park bond issue is finalized, we hope, the Committee will 
review carefully the needs for the money to be spent. There is talk of 
aquiring 80 many sites and in development of these and existing ones, 
There is also talk of building a large recreation center, 


Let’s be realistic this time and look at what we already have in 
relation to what we may need, 


We have Memorial park which ia regional and can be used for large 
gatherings and which has a ball park etc, The Francis Avenue Singers 
have a fund to build a muaic pavilion there and it should have a well 
equipped meeting hall with perhaps a gym, 


There should be another regional park on the other side of town and 
if it i@ the 24th street park, all to the good, this park needs develop- 
ment now #0 it Céases to be a hangout for all kinds of law breaking 
individuals who conduct On the spot pot programs and hot car dismantel- 


ing. 


The other sites are mostly near the schools and they, too, can be 
utilized as family parks, 


One overlooked idea that should be considered it is the “green belt” 
area near Cable airport, this would make a good recreational area 
with swimming facilities and a golf course etc, It could be a money 
maker for the city, too, 


The other matter that should be taken into consideration now, is the 
hiring of a full time recreation director and an assistant who would 
develop a year around recreation program, With the help of part-time 
a the director could coordinate a satellite program which would 


eld in the achools and eliminate having to transport the children 
to a central location, 


This type of operation would also have the money saving factor of 
having @ program discontinued if the neighborhood did not support it 
and the recreation people utilized in another area, 


We do not need any recreation centers or fancy buildings, we need to 
utilize what we have and we need todevelop parks and recreaton now. 


Need Help Now 


For over a year now we have watchedthe Boys Club struggling along 
to make ends meet and present a program to boys of the area, 


It certainly has been uphill all of the way, First, it was a dis- 
agreement with Jim Price, the director and the board was split over 
his resignation, Then it was a lack of funds and finally, the lack of a 
program or director, 


The club managed to get through the summer with a token program, 
but money problems were acute, Then, this fall, a new director, Rudy 
Rodriquez, was appointed and came to the Community and Boys club, 
eager to develop a worthwhile program, 


If you have seen the Boys club, you know how ancient it is and under 
what difficult circumstances it is to have even a basic Boys Club 
program. 


It is unfair to ask Rodriquez to continue to try and establish a pro- 
ram if the community does not cooperate and throw its weight be- 
ind him. He desperately needs help of all kinds and he needs it 

from people who are willing to give anhour or more or money or ma- 
terial and their support, 


The Boys Club has had some financial and other help from the city 
and this is to the good, but essentially, the club needs to be indepen- 
dent and needs to be operated by and for the people in the community. 


We hope the board who is still badly split will put away their dif- 
ferences and unite to make a solid board and those who have been lured 
to the Ontario club now operated by Price will withdraw their support 
and throw all of their efforts into Upland, 


We they will build a new Boys Club, even if it is only a set of 
rtable buildings, which at least will be clean and livable and so some 
ind of basic program can be set-up, Ideally, the club should be 
moved to a more Central location, but a start could come with port- 
able buildings. 


Finally, we hope the people of Upland and the men in particular 
will give their time, to help with the program, 


Think about it Upland, are we going to let these youngsters down? 
These boys of today will be the citizens of tomorrow, let’s help them 
become good citizens now, Pitch in and help the Boys Club, no rea- 
sonable offer will be turned down, JIBK

DMV Recommends Renewal 
Drivers’ License Early 


Renew your driver's li- 
cenge up to six months 
before it expires and 
“lose no time or money,” 

This suggestion was 
made today by Verne Orr, 
State Director of Motor 
Vehicles, to two million 
of California’s more than 
eleven million motorists 
whose driver licenses are 
due to expire in the next 
six months through March 
1970, 


“California’s driver Li- 
censing law makes it pos- 
sible for a motorist to 
apply for renewal of h 
license as much as six 
months before it ex- 
pires,” Orr explained, 
“This does not cancel our 


any of the valid period 
of the old license, Thus 
the full value of the $3,00 
renewal fee is received, 
And the Licensee who re- 
news early avoids getting 
the short-term License 
that must be issued if 
he applies more than 90 
days late,” 

Orr pointed out that 
local DMV offices will 
be burdened with auto re- 
gistration renewal busi- 
ness during December 
and January, “It will be 
to the advantage of driv- 
er License applicants to 
seek their renewals now,” 
he said, “They will avoid 
the crowding that occurs 
in our offices at vehicle 
registration time, and we 


can give them better in- 
dividual service, 

“To complicate mat- 
ters, a four year old law 
change will soon be flood- 
ing our offices with thou- 
sands of drivers whose 
licenses were good for 
four years along with oth- 
er thousands whose li- 
censes were good for five 
years, We expect our Lli-
